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OFFICE OF THE GRAND SIRE 


To the Officers and Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and the Officers of all Grand and Subordinate Lodges under 
the jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

ANNOUNCEMENT 

Under date of July 16th, at the request of various agen¬ 
cies of the Government of the United States, a Decree was 
issued by this office abandoning and cancelling the 1945 ses¬ 
sion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Under date of Septem¬ 
ber 11, 1945, the office of War Mobilization of the United 
States of America directed the War Convention Committee 
and the Office of Defense Transportation to remove the ban 
on group meetings, inter-state or international in character, 
effective October 1, 1945. Shortly thereafter a communica¬ 
tion was received by this office from the Government of the 
United States announcing the removal of the ban, and 
thanking us for the co-operation extended the government 
during the period the restrictions were in effect- The com¬ 
munication further stated that the removal of the definite 
restriction was not an invitation to hold meetings or afford¬ 
ing assurance that transportation and hotel facilities would 
be available. The communication ends with a request that 
we continue to “defer meetings whenever possible and keep 
necessary meetings small until after the peak of the troop 
movement which will come early next year.” 

Immediately upon receipt of the above communication 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge was called to meet in the Central Office at 
Baltimore to consider, among other things, the possibility of 
holding an adjourned session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
The Committee has just concluded its meeting. Preceding 
the meeting a survey was made of available transportation 
possibilities, and hotel, printing and other conference facili¬ 
ties which would be necessary for a meeting of the Sove¬ 
reign Grand Lodge and affiliated groups. Such investiga¬ 
tion disclosed that such facilities are not available at the 
present time in the United States, and will not be available, 
according to present indications, within the next three or 
four months. After full discussion a motion was made by 
Deputy Grand Sire Wheeler, duly seconded and, upon ballot, 
adopted that no special or adjourned session of the Sove¬ 
reign Grand Lodge be called or held prior to the next regu¬ 
lar annual session of the Sovereign Body in September, 1946. 
Of this action you will all take due notice and be according¬ 
ly governed. 

At this meeting of the Executive Committee the mem¬ 
bers of the Post-War Planning Committee were also in at¬ 
tendance- The wisdom and the merit of the “Odd Fellows 


War Chest” was made evident as Grand Secretary Ludvig- 
sen laid before the committee communications from the of¬ 
ficers of the former grand lodges of Denmark, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and others, and from the Grand Lodges of Ice¬ 
land and Sweden. We now face the test—we must and we 
will meet it. The Grand Sire urgently requests all jurisdic¬ 
tions who have not undertaken to raise the suggested contri¬ 
bution to the Relief Fund to undertake such campaign im-. 
mediately; that those jurisdictions who have undertaken the 
campaign immediately remit to the Secretary of the Sove¬ 
reign Grand Lodge (in those cases where such remittances 
have not been made) the amount which has been collected 
in order that we may know the possible extent of our ser¬ 
vices. 

It is impossible to repeat here the stories of persecution 
devestation and privation reaching us from our Brothers 
and Sisters in the over-run countries, or to detail the atroci¬ 
ties inflicted upon them. That must await a later time. 
Emergency relief has already been granted The Nether¬ 
lands. Other relief will be given as the cases can be properly 
investigated, and then as the exigencies of the respective 
situations demand. Then will come the problems of re-habil- 
itation and re-organization- We’ve a big job ahead of us and 
it’s a job we must do. This time there can be no failure, no 
lethargy, no unreasonable delay. 

The sincere thanks of your Grand Sire is extended to 
all jurisdictions who have cooperated and assisted in our 
War Chest and Post-war Programs. Individual letters of 
commendation cannot be written but all efforts are individ¬ 
ually noticed and recognized with grateful and humble 
appreciation. 

Odd Fellowship is on the march! All reports indicate 
the greatest growth of membership in any single year dur¬ 
ing the last two decades. Don’t let it lag! As the armed 
forces of our United Nations lay down their arms of war, 
we, the armed forces of peace, shall mobilize and, uniting 
with those who believe in the brotherhood of all mankind, 
prepare to do everything within our power to bind up the 
wounds of war, to care for our brothers and sisters who 
have suffered and our members who have bourne the brunt 
of the battle, and to aid the establishment of a perpetual 
peace; marching ever forward under the banner of those 
ideals—stronger, more penetrating, more powerful than all 
implements of war—yes, even stronger and more powerful 
than the atomic bomb—the ideals of Friendship, Love and 
Truth,—whereby Peace, finding its source in Odd Fellow¬ 
ship may find its flux only in the sacred realms of Eternity!
